‘It must be borne in mind that this early settlement 
of which I am writing, was made. on the Lapei Reservation 
for the Nez Perce Incians. It was thrown oven by the 
government to white settlers, November 8, 1895. This Res- 
ervation is located in Nez Perce, Lewis, Clearwater and 
Idaho countics in the state of Idaho. ea: 


Christian Nissionaries 


———— ES SS 


The Indians, for, the most part, were friendly, hav- 
ing accepted the Christian faith through the efforts of 


“the early Presbyterian nisslonent’ Ss. 


Henry Spaulding started the first mission in 1837, 
but abandoned it after the "Whitman Massacre". in 1647. He 
returned to Kamiah, a small Indian village « on ae Clear- 
Water River in 1870 and died in 1874. 


Suc McBeth came in 1873 end hor sister, Kate, joined 
her in the year 1879, Sue died in 1893 and Kate's death 
was in 1914, Their nieces, Mazie and Elizabeth Crawford 
came in 1899 and later on, Rev. A. M. McLean and wife, 
Fannie, took up the work, (Fannie died in 1902.) 


A Presbyterian church still stands and a few huts 
mark tne place Where once was the early mission. The lo- 
ention is on the enst side of the river about two miles 
acove the present site of Kamiah. The McBeth sisters, 
the hisses Crawford and Fannie McLesn are buried in a

nesrdy. A monument in North Lapwai. (Spaulding) marks the 
ersve of Henry Spaulding. Later On a gehool buikding Was 
erected nortn of the mission for he Indians, . 


A second Presbyterian church building was erected in 
1916, in 2 small Indian village on the west side of the 
Clearwater, nesr the oresent site of Kamiah. 


A government sawmill and a flour mill were erected 
@ short distance up the river from the mission. Later on 
& school building was built north of the mission for the 
Indians, Nearby. was an Indinn village, th2 first Kamiah, 
from vihich grocerics, ernin and dry goods were obtained. 
When Lewis :nd Clark came here in 1806, they found this 
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A 
winter camp for the Indians which mocns "Winter Home." 


White settlers came to the valley in 1886, when a 
small trading post was established near the mouth of Law- 
yer's Canyon Creek. (Mr. Jorgans was post master. F. F. 
Pomeroy soon ouilt a hotel there.) A steel bridge was 
built across this creek in 1910. This vast was abandoned 
and the vost office moved across the Clearwator to tne 
Indian village. Felix Corbett, Indicn, owned the ferry 
that crossed the river there. 


Near this Indian villese, - burg was built by white 
men in 1899, It was known as "Gregg," named in honor of 
George Gregg, its vostmastecr. This burg was abandoned 
end the post office was moved agsin to a new location near 
the east end of the railroad bridge that svans the Clear- 
Water north of Kamiah. This burg was known as Conrad, 
named in honor of a settler nearby.* } 


As the only means of transvoration had been by pack 
horse or pack mule and team, and the roads were almost 
impassable, it was necessary to build hisnweys for travel. 
In 1917 the Tome Ta Ha road was built and the Woodland- 
Hill highway was soon planne@ on the cast side of th= 
river, jwhileésthe Seven Mile road and’ the Nez Perce road 
were built on the west side of ths Clearwater. The rail- 
road up the Clearwater from Lewiston to Stites, Idaho, Was 
completed in 1899, 


It now seemed necessary tnat a new town be estad 
lished near the railroad,: As land could not be obteinea 
for this vurpose, a town-site was rented from the Indi:ns 
in 1900, near the Kip Kip ferry that crossed tne Clear- 
Water there. (This village was later destroyed by fire 
after it had been abandoned.) 


The only founders of this villsge thnt are now liv- 
ing are Dr. J. F.-Bridwell, postmaster and druggist and 
Ernest Johnson, depot-agent. Other founders were F, Ff. 
Pomeroy and Mrs. McTarnohan who owned hotels; Dr. kec- 
Callie, dentist; C. J. Johnson, undertaker; Renshaw 3rotn- 
ers Store; Mr. Jarbo, livery stable; The Spiker,hsrdware; 
Mrs, Downing, restauront. There was an Odd Fellows Hali 
and a black-smith shop. : 


In the year 1905, a new town site of twenty-two acres 

Was purcnased from the Indians and the present town or Ks- 
Miah began to grow. The old depot-site is still in use. 
The Kip Kip Ferry was abandoned and a toll bridge took 
its place in 1909, This bridge was ourchased by Idaho an 
Lewis counties and adjoining districts which then had been

A new Nez Perce road was built in 1924, which replaced 
the old one constructed in 1905. 


Woodland Eill 


What is known as "Woodland Hill" sometimes called 
"Quaker Hill" or "Carrot Ridge" is located petween the 
Clearwater River on the west and the Lolo Creek, a tribu- 
tary, on the north. It°is about ten miles north of .Ka— 
Miah and has an elevation of three thousand feet. 


Here is a wonderful panarama for on®2 e2n s2e-what is 
known as the "Weippye"™ country to the north; to the east 
may be seen the Bitter Root range of the Rocky Mountains; 
looking south one can see the Clearwater Valley and the 
"Camas" prairie to Mt. Idaho and farther south into the 
"Buffalo Hump" and "Seven Devil" Mountain regions; while 
to the west one may gaze across the Nez Perce prairie to 
"Cottonwood" butte and "Craigs" Mountain. 


Tis beautiiuLeecenery, thesrichesolt the mitd cil— 
Mate, the sorings of clear cold water, the bunch-grass and 
the timber for fuel and building vurvoses, made this a de- 
Sirable place where settlers might begin life anew, 


The Pioneers 


Many of the early pioneers were a modest peaceful 
folk known as "Friends" or "Quakers." Some traveled by 
team from Northbranch, Jewell County, Kansas. Others 
came from Burr Oak and Galena, Kansas, while a number of 
families came from otner states. All worked together to 
make this a progressive community in which to live. 


They formed a nucleus for a settloment which grew and 
prospered. They Were cheerful, hopeful, brave and of 
rugged strength and character. They endured the privations 
and suffering of pioneers and overcame all difficulties. 
"They toiled and suffered and died thst we might inherit 
the promise."

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Woodland Settlement 

This settlement, like that of Plymouth Rocs, ha 
be made from the beginning. The rorests had to be c 
farms made and grain and hay raised for livestock. 
ings were to be erected for homes, scnools and churce 
House-raising days were of neighborhood interest. Lo 
were pulled into vlace by horse team, The floors ve 
natural earth. Perhaps a rattlesnake might be found bee 
nindeche doorror sieenping near ithe fireplace: -TLiese fire- 
places were made of stones with stick chimneys viastered 
with clay. Worm fences made of solit rails served as vro- 
tection against herds of Indians! horses. The rance limit 
of domestic livestock also had to be considered, Vigilance 
Was necessary against the bear and the wild cat. 
rides on norseback in search of strayed livestocs 
necessary. 
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Necded groceries Were brougit by vack-horse from 
Gregg, and the Felix Corbett store which was located in 
the Indian village (first Kamian). These trading costs 
were located on the Clearwater River, a distance of twelve 
miles. 


Teams of eisht or ten horses Were secured %9 pult E. 
wagon up the mountein (Suipar- loaf! Hill) voven avtrailsrona. 
When descending this "Hill," it was necessary to tis a 
tree to the back of the wazon to serve as a brake. Home- 
made “Sleds were used for hauling water as well as coasting 
and sleighing. Settlers took their turn in using the one 
neighborhood plow When making gardens. 


The first road up the "hill," known as the "Bolar 
Grade," was built in 1898. (It was a fifteen o2rcent 
grade. -) Another outlet was a six percent grede to Par- 
dee, a railroad station on the Clearwater, west of the 
Woodland settlement. Still enother road was built across 
the Lolo Creek to the Weipoeé Country, which is located 
north of Woodland Hill. 


The Woodland postoffice was granted in 1898, with 
Isaac George as postmaster. This office was in his home 
which was located about a mile north of the oresent wWoos- 
land site. The present postoffice and grocery store 
building was erected in the year 1905. Lorenzo D. George, 
son of Isaac and Hannah George, then had charge of the 
Offlee andwstore.. The family. Lived: in a’ portion of the 
building, Lorenzo D. owned the blacksmith shoo nearby. 
Isaac, Hannah and Lorenzo D. are at rest in the cemetery 
Which is located one-half mile east of Woodland. 


The land for this cemetery, donated by Nathan Os- 
burn, 1899, was previously homesteadea by Nineveh Hateley. 


Gracie Kellum was the first child born at Woodland 
in 1897, and the first person buried there, 1899. Edwin 
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J. Ratcliff (twin) was the second and his mother, Martha 
A. Ratcliff, the third; Shilder’ Kellum, Gracie's grand- 
father, was the fourth interment there, x901. 


Saw Mills 


As timber in this Octane was abundant, a number 
of sawmills were erected. Harry Rawson made a homestead 
filing, 1897. Hyw nephew, Myron:R, Rawson, made final 
proof on this land and built a sawmill. This location 
was about four:'miles east of Woodland, in the vicinity 
later known as "Forest Center," and "Harrisburg. n Myron 
R, purchased some adjoining vrop?rty from Robert Gifford 
that nad been homesteaded by Rev, Benjamin White. 
(Gecree Harvey later on purchased this vropverty. ) Myron 
R. worked for the Plank Brothers who owned a sawmill on 
the Amandus King ranch, This mill was moved elsewhere 
end one Was erected there by Q. V. Moon. (Oliver U. 
Slank was saWwer at this mill.) Myron R. Rawson soon 
built a new mill on the Fred Limbacker ranch, northwest 
of Woodland; snother on the Jason Kellum farm T1oOvetar 
distant. Still another mill was erected near his first 
location, on the Ernest Licdkie ranch. A sixth sawmill, 
known as the "Rawson-Works" mill, was built at Caribel 
in 1914, This locstion Was about ten miles east of Wood- 
land, 


This company built a flume that conveyed the lumber 
to a planing mill they erected on the east side of the 
Clearwater wntenh is a distance of about one mile north of 
Kamian, Later on this flume Was abandoned. Myron R, 
sold his interest in the mill and moved to Spokane where 


-he went into the business of buying and selling machinery.* 


James Huse Collins and son, George H., built a sawmill 

on th2 Wilse George ranch, another on the Hal Emery farn, 
aneewa -Grirdimiil-on the Enoch SC Shae homestead in 1907. 
These mills were near Woodland. 


The George Euse Collins. family moved to Canada, 


Later on, John Moon and Frank Bacon built a mill on 
the John Moon place which previously was homesteaded by 
Miilton George. The Harvey brothers erected a sawmill 
me ee 200 the Torn Yoder ranch in the Harrisburg vicin- 

Nie 

The moat vroblem was solved for the first winter, as 
dé2r vere plentiful in the forest.- Carrots end rutabagas 
were raised for family use as well as food for livestock. 
Tall grass was cut for hay.

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Some of the men folk set fence-nosts at Kamiah and 
earned money with which to purchase flour and sugar. 


Enoch and Rachel Kenworthy and Enos Adamson and sons, 
Clarence and Elmer, were the first cheese makers ofthe vi- 
cinity. Others of their locality soon lesrned this occupa- 
tion, 


Enoch Kenwortny had charge of the government sawmill ans 
flour mill above Kamiah, near the Indian Mission, 19CC. 


Dr, Taylor of Kamiah served the Woodland vicinity 
about the year 1900. Dr, W. F.’ MeMahon later came to Ka- 
Mian. Iiene Dr. Cosh s Sryanycame: thoerer about’ 1914... -He nas. 
Trencered nis “serviccs since tint time. He still resides at 
Kamiah. . 


Woodland School. 


The first school (subscription) of three months, was 
taught by Lizzie Dillon (deceased) in h:r home in 1895, 
This home was later purchased by the John W., Mason family. 
Its location is one mile west of Woodland. Such books as 
settlers had were used in this scnool, 


The community cut‘’and hewed logs for a school houé:2, 
Split logs were used for seats. Hach family made its own 
desk which served three or four stud2nts, Hester Pogue 
taught the first term of-school of five months in this new 
log building in 1897.: A frame school building was erected 
nearby in 1902, as lumber could then be obtained from the saw 
mills. New seats were purchased,

Friends Church 


A Friends church was organized in 1900 under the leader- 
ship of Benjamin White, a devout man and a friend of all who 
knew him. He was the first minister to preach there. Ser- 
vices were held in the school house. This building was ine 
Center ofvall social activities.  Thesesincluded church, 
Sunday School, lyceum and spelling schools, 


Austin S. George was a leader in Christian educational 
and social activities. He was a man of strong Christian in- 
fluence. Here is a tribute to him: "Surely a crown awaited 
him at the end of kis race." 


The first Sunday School was held in the home of th: 
Jason Kellum family. 


For some time it seemed that the Friends Church organias-— 
tion there was doomed as it Was abandoned in 1920. Some 
members were deceased, others had moved to new homes, and 
the few- remaining ones transferred their membership to the 
Star, Idaho organization. 


Reorganization of the Friends Church at Woodland, Idaho 


Rev. Clark Smith, Quarterly Metting Superintendent fron 
Boise, Idaho, reorganized the Monthly Mesting of the Friends 
Church at Woodland in 1933. (Cnester Hadley of Portland 
was District Superintendent. He died in Portland, 194C.) 
A new interest was shown as other Friends secking new homes 
came to this vicinity. There were new converts and member- 
ships. 


D. Ellen Sanders was a tireless worker in the church 
for many years. She and Nancy Smith were the elders of this 
revised Monthly Meeting. Alta Craven and =rnest Liedkie 
were overseers, Marguerite Haile was correspondent and 
Arthur Sanders was treasurer, 


Trees Were donated by the folk of the vicinity and l 
ber was sawed for a parsonage which was built in 1934, A 
church was erected and was dedicated August 15, 1943. The 
sermon was delivered by the Rev. Everett Craven of Boise. 
Rev. Joseph Reece, district superintendent was present. 
home Was in Portland,

This wish was granted about 1900, when John Haskins ad- 
ded a grocery store to his home which was a short distance 
north of Woodland near the Austin 5S, George home, 


Forest Center and Harrisburg Settlement 

As this district is divided by "Wall Canyon," two 
vicinities were formed in 1896. Woodland was on the west 
and Forest Center on the east side of thid Canyon. The 
Forest Center school house was erected on the John Young 
ranch in 1900. This ranch was known as the Charles Dick- 
inson place. It was located about three miles east of Wood- 
land on the road to Kamiah. The lumber for this building 
wes donated by Myron R. Rawson and Oscar A. Fox. Jannie 
Rawson, sister of Myron R. Rawson, taught the first and the 
second terms of school thcore.* 


Later on 6s new school building was built a short dis-— 
tance vest of the old location. This was known as tno 
"Harrisburg" school. Other records of this school Were not 
available. 


Frank E, Harris had vurchased a ranch from Jack Sandy 
which was one-half mile west of this school house. A nost- 
office was granted and named in his honor. He also owned 2 
store adjoining his home. Mrs. Adorothy Faler took charge 
of the post office in a small building nearby, from 1907 to 
1910. 


Meantime, Frank E, Harris erected a building across
